all the- warlike preparations it now 
seems probable that the controversy be- 
tween Governor Waite and the o'd po- 
lice board will be settled peacefully by 
the supreme court. The governor is 
considering the proposition submitted 
to him by hie attorneys to ask the su- 
preme court to decide who are the legal 
commissioners. The court can compel 
the attorneys for the old board to ap- 
pear and argue the question, and under 
the d ran H stances it will undoubtedly 
cun sent to lake up the case at once. 
This morning everything was quiet, 
awaiting the conference which was to 
take j.lace between General JlcCook, 
commanding the federal troops, and 
Governor Waite. 


TIIK I'OI.ICi: TOUCH INCREASED. 


Jrivc companies of the Seventh United 


ytatt-'fi infantry are camped at the Union 
depot. The police force has been greatly 
increased since yesterday and were still 
holding the city hull. The force num- 
bered fully 350 and was determined that 
under no circumstances would they sur- 
render. Uoirernor Waite has addressed 
a letter to General McGook, asking that 
the government troopa be withdrawn 
from the city, because the latter refuses 
to assisl in carrying out the governor's 
purposes, but will simply confine him- 
self lo maintaining peace. This action 
was tnk''ii by the governor after having 
held u brief, and understood to bo pep- 
pery, conference with General McCook, 
m which the latter declined to use the 
United ^iiit«a troops to uesist in Heating 
the governor'ri appointees.

In the letter to General McGook the 


governor nayn he interpreted McCook's 
offer yesterday to put seven campanies 
of federal troops in Denver to mean an 
offer to assist the state to enforce the 
law,

the BtstUi troops in executing the law 
and prevent bloodshed. Finding that 
in McCook'H opinion lie had no such 
right, he would withdraw the request 
for troojirf.

WASHINGTON, March ll>—Atthcopcn- 
ig of tho Pollard-Brcckcnridgo trial 
liie morning, the plaintiff herself took 
he witness chair. She testified rccurtl- 
n& her life in Washington, omitting the 
earlier stages of her acquaintance with 
,ho defendant. Ho endorsed all her 
mpora for a position in the civil service 
mreau. In the last days of August, 
8ti8, ho met her at the Baltimore & 
Ohio depot, Washington, put his arms 
around her, kinscd her, took her to a 
arriage and told her ho would ha do- 
ighted to marry her and she promised 
o marry him. Witness d etui led 
at 


ength the constant attention paid to 
ifir by Bracken ridge, eayinc ho visited 
icr daily, sometimes twice a day and' 
often in the evening; how he paid her 
xpenees on iv visit to New York and she 
accompanied him on a lecturing tour to 
New England. Itefore Mine Pollard left 
ho stand H!I« testified that Hreckenridge 
nid her wilh him on several occasions 
vhen ho went out of tho city to address 
cligions bodies, tlo had given her no 
cuaon for noatpomncnts ot dates fixed 
or their marriage ami she never asked 
or an}' until tho uccne in the olilco of 
Colonel Mnoro. "One night he took me 
o Sarah's in 1884," said Mies Pollard 
Iraiiiatically. "There never was a sug- 
;eation of a discontinuance of those 
nisenihle relations until he left mo with 
ill aorta of promises, pleadings and lov- 
ng woids on the 19th day of May, 1893.

Thy most sensational evidence yet in- 


.roduced was that of Mr. Carter, a new 
witness, who testified to seeing two men 
Iriving away from the direction of the 
ceno with their team at the height of 
heir spued a few minutes after the lir- 
ng. 


According to hia story, they wore 
icaded north toward liolmont avenue, 
L'hicli is tho road that passes through 
he Barton estate, and commonly called 
he Barton road.

Tho only people lie saw as they camo 
n were tho two men on Tuolumne 
itroet and the milk man on 1 street, 
who told them where they were; met a 
juggy near liclmont Hchool house as 
.hoy came in ; did not know who it was; 
earned afterwards that it was come one 
.joing out in the country In notify Mrs. 
McWhirler's people of her husband's 
leath. When they got to the saloon 
,hoy also saw two men in front of the 
juteher'B shop; learned afterwards they 
wcro Sheriff Hensley and Constable 
jrady; Joseph Tojinaro was not there 
tvhen thov arrived; came shortly after- 
wards; llcath, Policy and John Uoe 
camo in lifter Joo did ; did not see Kiir- 
,on of Dry Creuk there. 


Thinks'that Williams' butchers came 


_ _ „ before lie left tho saloon, and while 
Heath, Polly and John Doe wore in the 
uack room talking together. Heath and 
companions wore not drunk ; had been 
drinking. When they arrived 
Daly 


wan asleep in the back seat. Thinks 
Spies pulled him out. He landed on 
his foot; did not fall. Did not ece 
Heath with a Chinaman on Maripoaa 
street, when they started out about 1 
o'clock. Una not talked with WofTord. 


Witness denied that ho had gone to 


Toe Tnjinaro along with Stilwell, and 
that they nmde him an offer of $100 to 
corroborate witnesses' story before the 
grand jury, and that .loo refused to do 
so because his conscience troubled him. 
He hud a talk with Sheriff Honsley; did 
not toll him in answer lo his question 
that they had seen no one on the street 
as they came in from Holm's. Never 
had an interview with Joe Tojinaro in 
company with Stilwel1 to try to got him 
to corroborate witness' evidence, nor 
try to persuade him to do EK>. 


Ho went with Marion Childers to see 


a man named 1'ark.cr to sec if be was 
John Doe; tooksomofanningimplemcnt 
circulars along; found out Parker was 
not the man. 


Told Sheriff Ifcnsley who I saw on the 


street and in the saloon that night. 
Told him of seeing Heath, Policy and 
John Doc there at 1 and 4 o'clock in the 
morning. Did not know at the lime 
that he and his companions were eua- 
ijccled. He had also indulged in f 
''social josh" with Judge Crawford; lm< 
asked him if a material witness conli 
get a few hundred dollars from the de- 
fense to get out of the country. Asked 
Crawford to soe H. JJ. Terry about it 
Witness claimed that ho was not serious 
in this conversation. 
He denied that ho had a conversation 


with Hamilton about who was in the 
saloon that night, and when Hamilton 
said Heath was not there that ho spoke 
up, Kaying, "Oil, yes, you recollect Dick 


I lentil and Policy were there." 


The bundle the strangers had was

ike a sailor's bag. It was not such a 
roll as the osnge orange sticks would 
uake. lie saw no Chinaman in citi- 
zen's dot lies with Heath anywhere tn 
Utiriposu street that night; went down 
MaripoHii street to thu railroad when 
tliuv started ont. 


IJis evidence before the grand jury 


was read to him, in which ho stated

tot want to talk, and that when Joe 
came in he told him to wait on them

Jie witness entered into lengthy expla- 
lations until the court admonished him 
.hat if he did-not quit volunteering ad- 
ditional statements that he would not 
get off the witness stand in a week. 


In hia evidence before the grand jury 


,he witness stated that they saw two 
men come out of the alley into Tuof- 
uinne street. He stated that he bad 
lot so testified. He had not told Jack 
O'Domiull that they uaw no one as they 
came in, nor that he would be a wit- 
ICSB; that there was "stuff" in it, and 
,hat he (witness) would soon be able to 
my out the Monarch saloon. 


On the redirect lie stated that in the 


evidence in the former trial he had not 
said thut Heath, Policy, and John Doe 
uid a revolver. He had culled attention 
0 the error which he had made over 
iis evidence of a. few days ago. 


Edward II. Parker, formerly of I'resno, 


low of Oakland, hud been a saloon 
Deeper here and was well acquainted 
villi Heath and McWhirter. On the 
7th or 8th of March of 1893, lie met 
leath near College Park. Heath was 
coming from Los Gatos. 
After a few 


•marks Heath asked, "Who killed Mo 
iVhirter?" 
Witness fcaid, "I don't 


mow; do you?" 
Heath said he did 


not. 


On cross-examination ho stated that 


Heath said he had just come from the 
Cceley cure. Had a general converea- 
,ion with him about tho merits of it. 
Talked with him ten or fifteen minutes; 
noticed nothing peculiar in hie manner 
it tho time and the conversation made 
10 impression on his mind until after he 
surd of his arrest a few days later. 
In answer to the court the witness 


said he had heard many other people 
ask the eame question substantially.

The expe-' 
ments were made on a piece of honelt 
beef l.1^ to 2 inches thick and twelve hy 
fourteen inches in sixe, with pieces of 
.in old t'otton pillow t*\m\ factom-d over 
it, at the JJelmont target range, l-'our- 
tctin shots were IIred from a 41 caliber 
Colta revolver nnd principally \vith short 
«itridgCH. Tlio following is tho mib- 
5tunce of Ills statement of the result of 
thcao experiments. 


In the first the imiiwlo was placed 


against tho cloth. Thu shot ruptured 
Lite cloth and set it on lire and would 
liave burned it up had it not been ex- 
tin Kuiehed. 


The second shot was at a distance of 


three inches, tho cloth ignited and was 
ruptured; some grains of powder took 
fire and burned in spots. 


The third was at a distance of six 


inehenj tho cloth ignited and was rup- 
tured. 
In the fourth, at a distance of nine 


.jichea the cloth ignited, and there were 
fiowdcr marks over an area of about six 
• "idles. 


The llftli was at a distance of one foot. 


There were powder marks and the cloth 
ignited. 


The sixth was at a, distance of two 


feet; the cloth was slightly burned, and 
the grains of powder ignited on tho 
cloth, making a number of very small 
hole?. 


The neventli wns at adistance of three 


feet; the cloth was slightly burnt and 
grains of powder penetrated tho cloth. 


The eighth was at a distance of live 


feet; the cloth around the margin of the 
bullet hole was slightly singed and was 
powder marked. 


The ninth shot was at a distance of 


eight feet. There was no burning 01 
singeing; found nine grains of imburned 
powdqr in the,cloth. 


The tenth was at a distance of nine 


feet; there were three or fonr'grains o( 
powilcr on the cloth, and the clolli 
around the bullet hole was hlackeiied. 


The eleventh experiment was on clotl 


slightly moistened and the pistol held in 
contact with the cloth; in this instance 
the 
cloth 
was burned and powder 


narked. 
The twelfth was at a distance of six 


inches under like conditions, with like 
results, the cloth heiug more heavily 
powder marked, 


Th« thirteenth was at a distance of 


one fojt under likeconditionfl; the cloth 
was burned and heavily powder maikcd 
over a large area. 


The fourteenth was mado to show the 


rebound of nnburnt powder and resi- 
duum of explosions, from a long car- 
tridge held at a slinrt, distance froin the 
cloth hanging over the beef. The pistol 
in this instance was thrust through an 
aperture in a piece of cloth to the 
cylinder and fired.

To 
i*ive the rnnuded appearance to tho phiils and keep them from crushing and creas- 
ing, t-.i'y are interlined with u split sheet of wadding tacked lo tbo lining, and 
they are held securely in place by being tacked to inch and a half wide ribbons 
placed across them on the inside. In some of the newer models a modification of 
tbe old-time ekirt extent er is used, a line steel spring in a casing, which is tnckcd 
to tlie inner edges of the plaits, and the ends are connected by ribbons tied so as 
In give tbe desired contour t,o tbe back. This skirt is most suitable for silk or 
woolen-fabrics, anil combines well with any style of basque or waist.

Put an interlining 
of split wadding in tho. gores to keep them from crushing and tack tlie inner edge 
of tlie phiits to tapes placed across them on tbe inside to keep th*>m in position.
